HARD COAL GOES A NOICH HIGHER, 


Shortage of Transportation Facilities 

Stands for an Excuse. 

’ Hard coal was advanced 25 cents a ton 
yesterday, making the retail price fot stove 
sizes $6.25 and for grate $6. In the residenc$é 
districts dealers asked even more. One man 
on Thirty-ninth street made his figures $6.50. 
The fact was significant as indicative of the 
rather excited views many dealers take of 
the future of the retail market. The re- 
ports current in the trade are that fewer 
coal cargoes by far than usual are likely to 
arrive before the close of navigation. 

Two circumstances contribute to make 
this condition of affairs: One the extraordi- 
nary demand for vessel m by Lake Supe- 
rior ore shippers, which has resulted in 
many vessels ordinarily otherwise engaged 
being pressed into that trade; the other a 
shortage of cars at the mines. There are 
reports that a large shortage of anthracite 
is a probability as a consequence and pre- 
dictions that prices will rise to $7. 

“The advance is being well maintained to- 
day,”’ said Dealer George T; Getz. ‘It will 
take two or three days, however,. to deter- 
mine whether the market will remain stiff. 
Probably it will, because there is an un- 
doubted shortage of transportation facilities. 
Coal sold in Chicago during the summer at 
the lowest prices reached in many years, 
but people wouldn’t lay in their winter sup- 
plies. Now they are doing so all at once.”’

COUNTY FINANCES WILL NEED CLOSE 
FIGURING NEAT YEAR. 


Board of Equalization Has Fixed a Rate 
* That Will Give the County $45,000 Less 
than Was Derived from the Taxes This 

Year=Election Expenses Will Be Heavy 
-What Must Be Done—Commissione 
Kerrs Plans to Lower the City’s Death 

- Rate. 

Some good financial steermg will have to be 
done next year by the County Board, or Cook 
County will go againsta rock or two. The_ 
finances of the county have run along so 
smoothly for several years that the public has 
had reason to give them little concern, 
but the State Board of Equalization 
has fixed a rate that will give this county 
$45,000 less than was derived from the taxes 
this year. This would be a small matter in 
iteelf, but the Presidential election next year 
will cost the county from $75,000 to $100,- 
000, and the County Board may find some 
difficulty in squeezing in this item, 
and unless it is careful it 
will have to issue bonds. There 
are some members of the board who are fear- 
ful that the county may have to isspe $500,- 
000 in bonds, but a careful canvass of the 
situation seems to indicate that there will be 
no necessity for borrowing so large an 
amount, 

The board this year appropriated $73,000 
for election and contingent purposes, This 
will be oentitely exhausted as t 
board “will have to transfer 
$30,000 from this fund to the building fund 
and provide for the special election this fall 
not contemplated when the appropriation bill 
was passed. The building fund amounted to 

150,000. The work on the jail will take 

30,000 more than this amount, and it is 
suid to complete the work planned $150,000 
will have to pe eugeaneness next year. 

Figuring that ail the departments will re- 
quire an appropriation equal to that of this 
year, it will be seen that nothing will be left for 
the contingent fund and that the Presidential 
election expenses will exceed the $73,000 
appropria this year for contmgent pur- 
poses and elections. no reason to 
expect that any of the departments 
can get along with less money next 

ear than this year. The tendency is rather 

n the other direction. . Facing this is the fact 

that the revenue wiil be $45,000 less. As- 
suming that the election will not cost to ex- 
ceed $73,000, thie amount added to the 
$45,000 will make a deficiency of $118,000, 
with a contingency fund not taken into con- 
sideration. ; 

Stute Board of Equalization fixed the 
rate on lots at 17 per cent for this year, while 
last year it was 18. The rate on personal 

roperty is 19 percent. Last year it was 43. 

per cent on lands this year is fixed at 20, 
while last year it ‘wes 839, Taking these 
figures as a basis, the result ob- 
tained is $45,000 - less than  iast 
year, Had the County Board a_ couple 
of weeks ago raised the valuation in sume 
of the towns, the trouble could have been ob- 
viated to a considerable degree; but this was 
not done, and it is now too late. The county 
will have sufficient money to come out even 
at the end of this year, and it is said there 
will not be a deficiency. 

Finance committee of the County 
Board yesterday commenced the canceilation

The work is supposed to be done annually by 
the members of the committee, but since 
1898 none of the warrants nor coupons have 
been compared with the reports of the County 
Treasurer, and in consequence a tremendous 
amount of labor is before the Commission- 
ers.

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Health Commissioner Kerr Preparing 
a New Sanitary Code. 

Health Commissioner Kerr and his assist- 
ants are preparing a “Sanitary Code of the 
Board of Health ef the Health Department 
of Chicago.” This means a reorganization 
of the whole Health Department and the 
placing of it more completely upon business 
principles and methods. The chief result 
sought by the changes is the lessening of the 
city’s death rate. New York City’s Health 
Department is manage@ under such a code, 
and it is believed by the Chicago officials the 
work of the department here will be far more 
efficient under a similar organization than it 
ever has been before. Commissioner Kerr 


said yesterday: 

“No new legislation is needed to accom- 
plish the results sought, because ordinances 
have been passed by the Council in former 
years which have never been enforced. Prac- 
tically, the department has unlimited au- 
thority to do everything the New York 
Health Department accomplishes. The 
management of the health service on purely 
business principles is what I have been aim- 
ing at from the first. That alone can im- 
prove and place the department where it 
ought to stand. So far as I can understand, 
the great trouble heretofore has been that 
the health officials did not look into tHe 
laws already in existence for health regula- 
tion, did not know exactly what powers they 
had. Inspectors of various bureaus would 
report when they felt so inclined. They 
were not required to report regularly. 

ey 7 Mmsisting upon daily reports from 
every bureau and every inspector. I want 
the work done well dnd done systematically. 
That, I-believe; will reduce the death rate 
and greatly help the thousands of poor in 
our city. Only last week one of these poor 
families was stricken with diphtheria. Six 
members of the family took the disease, one 
from another... The first child was given up 
by a physician in that quarter. The case 
was reported to the Health Department and 
1 sent. a competent physician out there to 
administer anti-toxin. The result was the 
ehild recovered and is well today and the 
other members of the family also will live.” 


‘ To Prevent Diphtheria. 


The death rate in some of the wards last 
month caused the Health Commissioner to 
begin work on his new plan at once. He is 
now having a thorough inspection made of 
the districts infected. For the purpose of 
so far as possible preventing the spread of 
diphtheria Commissioner Kerr is circulat- 
ing a pamphlet of information concerning 
the use of antitoxin, prepared by Dr. F. W. 
Reilly, Assistant Commissioner. This 
pamphiet contains the following statement 
of the provision.of antitoxin by the Health 
Department: 

Antitoxin will be supplied under the following. 
conditions: First—The Health Department will 
send a ‘medigal inspector to administer antitoxin 
upon the request of any attending. physician. 
According to the wishes of the att physi- 
can the inspector will éither follow his directions 
or will use his own judgment-in the injection of 
the antitoxin. When physicians wish to have the 
department inspector administer the remedy they 
shotiid telephone the réqtiest to the department 
(slain 447, Laboratory) as early in the day as 
possible.

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Actual Needs Found Out., 

Careful investigation was made and the 
actual needs of the city. ascertained before 
the officials determined to go ahead with the 
improvements. In the first place, more 
money must be had. A small amount will 
be asked for to help out the rest of this year. 
Something like $100,000 will be requested as 
an additional appropriation for the next 
fiscal year. The total cost of maintaining 
the New York Health Department one year 
is $325,000. In Chicago it costs $109,000. The 
Commissioner believes Chicago, with over 
four times the area of New York and an 
equal population, can run its Health De- 
“rtment on the same plan as New York for 

100,000 less money. This, however, will 
require an appropriation of $225,000 a year 
instead of $100,000. 

.Chicago’s most urgent need is for better 
Sanitary supervision of those districts where 
the poor and uneducated classes live in 
tenements and shanties. These people need 
to be watched and taught by the Health De- 
partment. They must be prevented from 
allowing refuse and filth to collect in and 
around their homes. The health officials 
are specially desirous of enlarging and bet- 
tering the bureau having the work of this 
‘kind .in charge. 

Ald. Coughlin’s order, passed by the Coun- 
cil Monday night, caused no end of gossip 
about the City Hall yesterday. The order 
called for an investigation of the sanitary 
condition of the County Building by Com- 
missioner of Health Kerr. Concerning it 
Ald.. Coughlin,said: 


“It is a retaliatory measure. There has 


been considerable talk about ousting the city 
departments from the City Hall of late, 
and if a man has a chib over your shoulder 
the only way is to strike back. That's self- 
protection. Then, again, { think the sani- 
tary condition ‘of the building is bad and 
should be improved.” 

Commissiener Kerr said he would have 
the order of the Council complied with at 
once, and that a report to that body would 
be coming forthwith.

VIADUCT AMENDMENTS JEOPARDIZE 


illinois Central Will Refuse to Accept 
the Ordinance Unless the Objection- 
able Features Are Removed—Mayor 
Swift Says the Company Would Not 
Grieve if the Contract Is Invali- 
dated—Dunna Says Ne Imposition 
WII Be Tolerated. 


Unless the riders that have been placed on 
the Lake-Front ordinance in the joint Com- 
mittee of Wharves and Public Grounds and 
Streets and Alleys South are removed in the 
Council the friends of the measure have 
reason to feel discouraged. There is danger 
that the viaduct and boulevard amend- 
ments will overthrow the whole thing. The 
reason they were not objected to more 
strenuously ‘in the committee was because 
the friends of the measure were anxious to 
get it into the Council, where it was in less 
danger and had more friends. It will come up 
aS @ special order on Monday night, and while 
its enemies are loaded with amendments 
which will be offered with a view of killing 
the ordinance, it is believed the measure 
can muster enough friends, to get it through. 

It seems to be settled, however, that the 
two amendments added in committee will 
have to be removed if it is hoped the com- 
pany will accept it. Mayor Swift said yester- 
day he had been assured the Illinois Central 
would never agree to accept Ald. Manierre’s 
scheme for an elevated roadway from 
Randolph street to the river across its great 
net work of tracks, and John Dunn said in 
most explicit terms that the company will 
vigorously oppose any attempt. to condemn 
a 200-foot strip for boulevard purposes 
across its pier at Thirteenth street. 


May Invalidate the Agreement. 


Asked whether the Illinois Central could 
break the agreement he made with it because 
of these newly imposed conditions and re- 
quirements, Mayor Swift said he thought the 
question would bear serious consideration, 
tnen added: “I know the company is in that 
position where it would not grieve to see the 
whole matter defeated.’’ 

President Fish said yesterday: 

I don’t know anything about: what was done last 
night. This thing was acceptable, as it was agreed 
upon between Mayor Swift and the officials of the 
road two months ago. The company made many 
concessions at that time, and the whole business 
was closed up. Now to attempt to throw any 
more burdens on the Illinois Central and to go 
back on the original contract will most certainly 
not be acceptable. We have done what 

and right and have tried our 

to get the affair straightened 

Any additional changes or atnendments will 

not go through. Of course they can pass them, 

but nothing will be done about it. We cannot 

consent to give up any more than we have done— 

that is, of course, unless adequate compensation 

is made to the company.for what it is asked to 

yield. The original proposition was a fair one to 

the city, everybody knows that, and should be 
adhered to. 

John. Dunn, first assistant to President 
Wish, said: 

[ hardly know what to say to the turn affairs 
have taken. I think the railroad officials do not 
care to define our position until the Lake-Front 
Vark matter is fixed one way or another in the 
City Council. The Councilmen are trying to make 
a one-sided contract for us. That much is plain. 
What the attitude of the Illinois Central will be 
cannot be laid down until the final action of the 
Council is known. However, I can say one thing— 
the Illinois Central will not accept any substan- 
tial modification of the proposed ordinance. We 
went to the extreme point in the discussions with 
Mayor Swift. We-:made great concessions to the 
city. The Aldermen don’t seem. to recognize this 
fact. But they cannot squeeze another thing out 
of the Illinois Central. 

“We could never consent to the building of a 
boulevard at grade parallel and adjoining our 
tracks,’’ exclaimed Mr. Dunn. “It would’ prac- 
tically cut us out of the use of that pier, which is 
the only down-town place we have.to store empty 
‘cars, and there are from 400 tu 500 standing on 
that space every day. However, if these boule- 
vard people will agree to cross our tracks on a 
viaduct I don't see as there would be any objec- 
tions to that.”’ 

But a good many people look wpon this boule- 
vard scheme as largely visionary, and the Mayor 
told a little story yesterday about the arguments 
used by a delegation of its advocates who called 
upon him to use his influence. 

* They said to me: ‘ Now you-have made a splen- 
did deal for this park enterprise and you are just 
the man to go ahead and settle the whole Lake- 
Front question from Fark row to Fifty-first 
street. When I asked them where the money was 
coming from. to.satisfy. the railroad company 
what do you suppose their answer was?” Why, 
they wanted to give the company the three blocks 
of ground lying between Randolph and Monroe 
streets. I was never more surprised and my re- 
ply was: 

** * Gentienien, if I did that I should pack my 
grip and start for the Sandwich Islands.’ The 
people would mob me. But they thought not. 
Every one who has spoken to me expressed sat- 
isfaction with the agreement. If we have got a 
good thing then we ought to put it through before 
raising all these other objections. Let them 
come in their turn and when the city is ready for 
them I have no doubt satisfactory arrangements 
can be made with the railroad company. So far 
as the South Side boulevard is concerned, I don’t 
think it need to have any fears of trouble there- 
from for many years. But the Manierre amend- 
ment for a viaduct at the north end is quite a 
different thing. If he had selected some other 
route for it than diagonally across eighty odd 
tracks there would not be so much objection. The 
posts would so interfere with business that the 
company would be compelled to change all these 
tracks."’

KENWOOD APARTMENT HOTEL OPENS. 


Novel System Used for Having Com- 
forts of Home Without Kitchens. 

The completion and formal opening of the 
Kenwood apartment hotel was signalized 
yesterday by throwing open the new buildirg 
to public inspection, The system on which 
the new apartments will be run has been 
tried in New York and Boston, but is a nov- 
elty in Chicago. It consists of dividing the 
apartments into suites of a few rooms each, 
especially designed for families, but not 
fitted for housekeeping. Instead an elabor- 
ate café, which will be run on the table d’hote 
plan, is located in the building. 

The lot on which the Kenwood apartment 
hotel is built is 100x150 feet at the southwest 
corner of Forty-seventh street and Kenwood 
avenue. The building itself is of brick and 
stone, seven stories high, and quite orna- 
mental in appearance. On the seven floors 
there over 200 rooms, divided into fifty-two 
apartments of from two to seven rooms 
each. The café is located on the first floor, 
of which it takes up the greater portion. The 
cost of the building was $200,000.

DENY GOLDEN ROD HUETS HORSES 


Chicago Veterinarians Do Not Agree 
with Dr. C. F. Seott. 

The veterinarians and liverymen of Chi- 
cago take no stock whatever in the views of 
Dr. C. F. Seott, Wisconsin State Veterinar- 
ian, published yesterday, in which he attrib- 
utes the great fatality among horses in the 
lumber regions to their feeding on the golden 
rod plant. A. H. Baker, veterinarian of the 
Chicago Veterinarian College and Hospital, 
when asked his opinion on the subject said. 

“T can see no sense in what Dr. Scott says. 
He cites his experience in Canada. I came 
from Canada, too, and I know of nothing in 
support of his theory that golden rod is hurt- 
ful to horses. If the plant were po 
in a green state it would be poisonous also 
when dried., But nearly all Western hay 
contains some of this plant, and some of it 
contains a great deal. Now, horses have al- 
ways fed on it, and if it were hurtful surely 
it would have been discovered before now. 
Dr. Seott says the Wisconsin lumbermen are 
substituting oxen for horses, but every one 
knows if golden rod hurts horses it hurts 
oxen, too. Then the symptoms given are 
those of anthrax, and that is evidently what 
the Wisconsin horses have been dying of.” 

lL. A. Merrilat, veterinarian at the Me- 
Killip Veterinarian Hospital, corroborated 
what Mr. Baker had said. Mark N. Con- 
nor, manager of Leroy Payne's stable, said 
all hay contained golden rod, and he had 
never heard of its hurting a horse. 


UNION BACK LEATHER TAKES A DROP, 


Decline Concerns One Grade Only, but 

Country Merchants Think Otherwise. 

Union back leather has declined 4 cents a 
pound, selling at 32 cents on actual trans- 
actions. The cut in this grade of leather was 
made first by a largé Boston tanning c¢con- 
cern, but it was met almost immediately by 
the leather trust. Union backs cut no great 
figure in the vast volume of leather used in 
Chicago, entering into the finer grades of 
shoes only.

eenth Congressional District, and it will 
robably prove the ruination of his candi- 
y for a Presidential nomination, so far 
as Hinrichsen and Altgeld can bring about 
the result. 

Hinrichsen and Altgeld don’t like Morri- 
gon, and never did. It is doubtful if the 
Colonel has been misled by protestations of 
undyling love and affection made by some 
who are close to Altgeld and Hinrichsen. 
The scheme to get Morrison into trouble, if 
it may be so termed, was shrewdly and 
adroitly worked. His enemies realize the 
fact he was strong with the party in the 
State, so they set themselves to work to les- 
sen his influence. 

During the State Fair Col. Morrison came 
to Springfield, and he went over to the State 
House to pay his respects to the Chief Ex- 
ecutive. Gov. Altgeld and he had a talk of 
an hour or more in the Governor’s private 
office. It wasn’t one of those friendly sum- 
mer evening chats by a gooddeal. The peo- 
ple around the State House soon learned of 
Col. Morrison’s visit to Altgeld, and quite a 
lot of them were within easy reach to see 
how they looked when the seance was over. 

Not a Pleasant Affair. 

Neither Col. Morrison nor Gov. Altgeld 
had told the tenor of the conversation.

THE LAKE-FRONT ORDINANCE AS 
AMENDED 


The joint committee on the Lake-Front 
Park ordinance has reported it back to the 
souncil with recommendation that it pass. 
Why the majority of the Aldermen, aftcr 
having held on to it so long, suddenly re- 


laxed their hold is not known. Probably } 


they became satisfied that there was “noth- 
ing in it for them,” or mure probably that 11 
would be rejected by the Illinois Central on 
account of Ald. Manierre’s amendment, 
which would add perhaps more than a mill- 
ion of dollars to what the company had 
agreed to expend for the benefit of the city. 
Hlis amendment reads as follows: 

Amend Sec. 5 by adding at the end of condition 
No. 4 the following: 

“The said railroad company shall in considera- 
tion hereof at its own expense construct a viaduct, 
consisting of a carriage-way and two footways 
over its property and tracks, from the said Ran- 
dolph street viaduct, so altered and extended, to 
the Chicago River, either in a line with St. Clair 
street, as extended, or at such other point as may 
be mutually agreed upon between the City of 
Chiéago and said railroad company, under plans 
and specifications subject to the approval of the 
Commissioner of Public Works, Said viaduct to 
be maintained by the railroad conmipeny in per- 
petuity at its own expense, and have a suitable ap- 
proach to the same from the south.’"’ 

Next Monday night this ordinance as 
amended will come up. in the Council as » 
special order. The Aldermen will consider 
first two amendments submitted by the 
committee. Oue vf them, the Manierre 
one, provides; as seen above, for the con- 
struction by the railroad company, at its ex- 
pense, of an elevated driveway from the 
Randolph street viaduct north to the river 
opposite the foot of St. Clair street, the dis- 
tance being something like 1,600 feet. To 
such an amendment ‘the company will not 
4 agree, though it might to an amendment for 
| Bases of wayefor a viaduct following a dif- 
| ferent route which will not cross its tracks. 
‘That being the case, the amendment of the 
‘| committee, if insisted on, will kill the or- 
dinance. . 

The other Aldermanic amendment is one 
which will reserve to the city the right to 
build a bridge across the entrance to the 
little barbor for yachts and pleasure boats 
to be made between Park row and -the 
Thirteenth street pier. The object of this 
is to connect the park and a driveway which 
some persons want to have constructed out 
in the water east of the railway tracks from 
Thirteenth to Fifty-first street, about five | 
miles, 

If the Illinois Central consents to such an 
amendment, which it most likely will, there 
is no reason why it should not be adopted. 
It will do no harm to any one. And it will 
be several years before that bridge is needed. 
It is quite possible that the railway com- 
pany will accept this amendment. Ther 
seems 10 be no goud reason why it should 
not. The bridge, if ever built, will not in- 
terfere with it in the least. 

The simplest plan might be for the Mayor 
to have another conference with the LJi- 
nois Central officers and find out just where 
they stand on the Manierre amendment, 
and if that is rejected then what concessions 
‘can be obtained to further a connection 
with the North Side. It wotld put the 
city in 9 rather ridiculous light for it to pass 
an ordinance of agreement with the con.- 
pany only to have it rejected by the railroad 
and to have to begin everything over agaiu.

THE UNITED STATES’ FOREIGN POLICY. 
The London Speaker, a publication of 
considerable political influence, has dis- 
covered the evolution of a foreign policy 
in the United States. The Speaker says: 


The United States as a great power is coming 
into foreign politics, and is coming to stay. The 
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few weeks we have had indications of the 
existence of aspirations which may at any moment 
lead to the active participation of America in a 
foreign war. Her intervention in the Venezuelan 
dispute is not warranted by any treaty or precedent 
in international law, and can only be defended on 
the ground that the Monroe doctrine henceforth 
will be acted upop as governing all the foreign 
policy of the United States. And what is more 
serious, is that it is not the Monroe doctrine pure 
and simple, but that doctrine with developments. 
Her action eans that the weaker States of 
America can count upon the assistance of the 
United States in frontier disputes with any Euro- 
pean colony. 

There is no new departure involved in the 
discovery which the Speaker fancies it has 
made. Should the emergency arise the 
United States will only carry out a doctrine 
which it laid down over seventy years ago 
and to which it has adhered ever since. 
From that time to the present there has 
been no flagrant violation of the Monroe 
doctrine’ by any European power. There 
has been no considerable acquisition of ter- 
ritory from any American State. What- 
ever enlargement of termtory has been ac- 
complished on this continent in favor of a 
European power and at the expense of the 
United States has been the outcome of bad 
diplomacy on our side, The United States 
in this manner lost a strip of territory in 
Maine, and it was bamboozled out of an- 
other strip on the Northern Pacific coast 
back to the mountains. With these exce}:: 
tions the United States has lost nothing, 
nor have Mexico, the Central American, or 
the Sonth American States in vidlation of 
the Monroe doctrine. 

It is now proposed by Great Britain to 
seize a portion of the territory of Venezuela, 
as large as the State of Pennsylvania, heh! 
by the iatter for years under treaty stipula- 
tion, aud in many respects exceedingly 
valuable, She persists in making this 
seizure and refuses to arbitrate the matter 
except as to a small and unimportant part. 
Under the provisions of the Monroe doctrine 
the United States proposes vigorously to 
protest. There is nothing new in this de- 
termination to uphold that doctrine except 
as it relates to the greater ability of the 
United States now to enforce it than when 
it was first proclaimed early in the century. 
That doctrine was affirmed when this was a 
comparatively weak nation, only containing 
some ten millions of people, with few re 
sources with which to defend and maintain 


nit. Now that Great Britain is making a 


bold attempt to grab a slice of American 
territory larger than Scotland or Ireland 
owned by the Vénezuelan Government, the 
United States will be found defending the 
Monroe doctrine not only with rifles but 
with cannon, should the necessity arise. 
The American people are resting easily, 
however. They are not at all disturbed. 
They «io not believe that Great Britain wi!l 
press this claim to the extreniity of war, as 
it has more to lose than to gain by it. The 
United States as a nation is large, powerful, 
and determined enough to. protect its own 
interests and feels perfectly able to do it. 
The United States is not going round seek- 
ing for trouble. It is carrying no chip on its 
shoulder and daring any nation to fight it. 
But it will not patiently suffer wanton 
foreign aggressions on sister American re- 
publics. As Bismarck said of United Ger. 
mahy, the United States of America is 
“afraid of nothing on this earth or beyond 
| it except God.”’ That is the position of this 
republic. There is nothing new in it as the 


Speaker imagines. 


AGAINST “FREE COINAGE AT 16 TO 1.” 

The Farmers’ National Cougress, in ses- 
sion at Atlanta, Ga., has voted squarely 
and overwhelmingly against the free silyer 
cranks. The farmers in the convention ex- 
pressed themselyes in favor of real “bi- 
metallism,” but showed they do not want 
the bogus article, which really would be 
silyer monometallism, and that on a badly 
depreciated basis. They asked Congress to 
use both gold and silver on a parity, and 
favored the calling of a national conference 
on the monetary question. But they refused 
by a vote the proportion of which was 5 to 
2 to itdorse the call for a conference “to 
unite in the equal use of both gold and sil- 
ver at a ratio not to exceed 16 to1.” Of 
course the so-called “silver States” voted iu 
the minority, but the representative farm- 
ers of the Hast, North, and South voted 
almost solidly against it. 

This action shows that the “ cheap 
money ” cranks have no ground for their aa- 
sertion that “the great majority of the 
farmers in the United States want free 
coinage at 16 to1.”’ It tends also to favor 
the conclusion that Senator Chandler of 
New Hampshire was in error when he 
stated that the people who want that kind 
of bimetallism—viz.: silver monometallists, 
“outnumber the gold monometallists by a 
hundred to one.” The truth is, the farmers 
of the South, a8 well as those of the West, 
have been thinking over the 50-cent free 
silver ‘iollar matter in the last few months, 
and many of those who at first were at- 
tracted by the false statements of the free 
silver cranks have changed their minds on 
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Sot ne ea ce what they arc | 
driving at, because it is evident they are 
the greatest enemies of a true international 
bimetallism, that being possible only at a 
ratio which is very near the relative values 
of gold and silver.

THE WAR BUMOR EXPLODED. 

The following New York Herald dis- 
patch was transmitted to this city ycster- 
day morning: 


from Pata, Brezii, has been received in Rio Janeiro 
stating that an armed Brivian force is marching 
through Brazilian territory, 

The objective point of the body is that part of 
Venezuela clait.ed by the British Government. 

The ccjumn hasalréady «fossed the Tacutu River. 

The officials at the Foreign Office in Lon- 
don, when questioned as to the truth of the 
above report, replied that “it was entirely 
“a misstatement, that there is no British 
“force in that locality, and that there would 
“be no object in marching it through that 
“part of Brazil even if a British force had 
“been available for the purpose.” 

The British Foreign Office may be as- 
sumed to know all about the movements of 
British troops in any part of the world, 
hence it may be safely predicated that the 
column has not crossed the Tacutu River, 
which is one of the boundaries of British 
Guiana os cluimed by Great Britain, 
thongh not conceded by Venezuela, and 
that there are no British troops in Brazil 
menacing Venezuela at present. The 
roundabout route of the Herald’s dispatch 
was in itself suspicious, Had there been 
such a movement it is not likely the news 
would have come from Buenos Ayres after 
going from Para to Rio Janeiro. 

This war rumor may therefore be dis- 
missed as baseless. It will not be necessary 
for Sevretary Olney to inquire of the Bn- 
glish Government what those troops were 
in Brazil for, who sent them there, where 
they were going, and what they were going 
todo. It will not be necessary to sexid ves- 
sels down to Venezuela. It will not be nec- 
essary to polish up the Springfield muzs- 
kets and invade Canada, as it would have 
been had the column crossed the Tacutu 
River and England had put on airs and de- 
clined to order it back, and had made a 
foray upon territory claimed by Venezuela 
before submitting the business to arbitra- 
tion. It will save Mr. Olpey the necessity 
of notifying England she was committing 
an unfriendly act under the specifications 
of the Monroe doctrine. 


THE CHICAGO LETTER-CARRIERS. 

It ia probable that the reports tele- 
graphed from Washington dbout the ea- 
tent of “soldiering” on the part of the Chica- 
go letter-carriers, alleged to have been dis- 
covered by agents of the Postoflice Depart 
meut who have been watching them, are 
considerably exaggerated in their nature. 

Nevertheless it may be taken for granteu 
that there is a great deal of truth in them. 
If a thousand or more employés of the gov- 
ernment or of any private concern ‘are not 
looked after, and allowed to do much as 
they please, some of them are sure to do 
considerable loafing during working hours, 
to spend much time in saloons and 
drinking more beer than is good for them. 
Bternal vigilance on the part of superior 
officers is necessary if any working force 1s 
The ordinary letter-carrier, 
like the ordinary policeman, is very apt t.. 
slight his work if he thinks that nobody 1s 
paying any attention to him. 

The government pays good wages and does 
not demand long working hours, and is en- 
titled to as faithful service as any private 
etiployer. But it will not get it unless 
every now and then it finds out just how its 
servants are behaving. Therefore these in- 
quiries which the Postotlice Department has 
been making into the efficieney of the car- 
rier service in the large cities are greatly tu 
be commended. The “sojering” element 
among the men will be on their good be- 
havior when they have an uneasy feeling 
that perhaps some agent of the Postoffice 
Departmeut is watching to see how much 
loafing they do, and how much time they 
spend in dram shops. The latter are places 
which some carriers, like some policemen, 
should keep out of unless their duty calls 
them. there. 

It will do the Chicago Postoffice no harm 
to be shaken up. Not that it is in specially 
bad condition, for Mr. Hesing is energetic 
and anxious to make improvements, but 
the employés in any government office—o1 
any municipal office, for that matter— soon 
slip into lazy habits and slight their work. 


THE COMING FLOOD OF GOLD. 

“ Gold mining is the fashionable industry 
of the Jay,” and is having money and brains 
poured into it lavishly. “ Whatever the 
ultimate result may be, the immediate re- 
sult is to be a huge addition to the world’s 
gold reserves.” This statement of the care 
is made by Mr. W. R. Lawson in the (Bn- 
glish) Bankers’ Magazine, and he inquires 
what is to be done with “ the coming flood 
of gold.” Hesays: “ Assuming that the 
quantity required for industrial purposes 
and to replenish circulation remains about 
the same as hitherto, the bulk of the annua] 
surplus imports will simply go to swell the 
hyge accumulation in the bank’s (of En- 
gland) vaults”: and it is understood that 
already the accumulation is so great that it 
has become necessary to provide increased 
storage room in the vaults of that bank. 

The London Financial Times sees no rea- 
son for assuming that there will not be a 
vast increase in the quantity taken fog in- 
dustrial purposes and absorbed into the 
money circulation of different countries. 
On the contrary, it thinks such en increased 
use must be the logical result of the grear 
augment in production that now seems to 
be assured for many years tocome, This 
will give a stimulus to business of ali kinds.

siderably increased by it the price of gold 
must fail as measured against the things 
that are bought with it, and this without 
reference to what the gold previously in use 
may have cost to produce it. The latter 
point was not raised amid the great advance 
in prices that followed the augmentation in 
the world’s stock of gold from the mining 
activity in California and Australia near 
the middle of the present century. It would 
not be raised now, except by some crazy 
free silver extremist, if we should have a 
doubling of prices in consequence of a cor- 
responding augment in the supply of gold. 

The present year will witness an increase 
of about 5 per cent in the world’s stock of 
gold, and it seems probable that within the 
next few yeurs the annual augment will 
have risen to not far from 10 percent. The 
resulting abundance cannot fail to effect a 
corresponding change in the prices of com- 
modities, thus sweeping away the main 
argument by the abuse of which the free 
silver extremists have striven to pervert the 
minds of the people. Nor is there any rea- 
son to suppose the change would render “bi- 
métallism, with free coinage at 16 to 1,” 
‘any more possible than it is now, for the 
cost of producing silver has been cheapened 
far more than in the case of gold. It would 
be idle to suppose that cost cannot be fur- 
ther lessened, as measured in units of 
human labor, and experience has shown 
that a difference of 3 per cent or less be- 
tween the legal and commercial yalue of one 
metal as expressed in terms of the other is 
as fatal to “ circulation on equal terms ” a 
would be a difference of 50 or more per cent. 
And the increase in the quantity of gold 
would lessen if not abolish the need of using 
silver as the basis of a paper currency, more 
especially so as a basis of redemption at a 
long way below gold par. 


COL. MORRISON NEEDS SQUEALERS. 

Chairman Morrison of the Inter-State 
Commerce ‘Commission says that perhaps 
the trunk line roads which formed a com- 
bipe the other day will violate the law, but 
he asks pathetically, “How would we go 
about proving it if we could not compel men 
to testify?’ If an officer of a road whol 
a party to an unlawful agreement will not 
testify, or if a shipper to whom special and 
illegal favors have been granted will not do 
so, where is the evidence to be had on which 
to base indictments and convictions? 

It will be seen that Col, Morrison can 
accomplish nothing because he cannot get 
a squealer. That is exactly the reason why 
it is so difficult to convict legislative or al- 
dermanic boodlers, There is a scarcity of 
squealers. The man who was bribed will 
not go on the stand, nor will the one who 
did the bribing. Col. Morrison says: 

A shipper may have suspicions and may have 
reasonable proof of illegal rate manipulation, bu‘ 
he must convincé a grand. jury that lis proof is 
reasonable and he will not always find twelve men 
who se¢ the evidence as he sees it. Even if he 
should secure an indictment there is a trial jury, 
which must also be convinced that the evidence is 
substantial and efficient. 

That describes exactly the predicameut 
of men who go hunting for legislative or al- 
dermanic boodlers. To convince grand and 
petit juries they must have squealers. But 
the problem always has been how to catch 
them. There were squealers—the first, 
second, and third batch—in the whisky 
fraud cases. The cotiviction of the County 
Commissioners was facilitated by squeal- 
ers. But those were exceptional instances. 
Usually the squealer is as rare as his serv- 
ices would be valuable. Col. Morrison un- 


derstands this. 


Tus free silver delusionists are reviving a 
quotation from an utterance made by John 
G. Carlisle in February, 1873, twenty-two 
years ago. They seém to have no idea that 
it is possible for him or any other gentleman 
to be wiser now than he was a quarter of a 
century ago and to be candid enough to ac- 
knowledge the fact. But, also, they are 
sufficiently base to insist on the views then 
expressed by Mr. Carlisle being held today, 
though the ideas on which those views were 
founded are proved to have been fallacious. 
For instance: Mr. Carlisle doubted if the 
annual production of gold and silver coin 
would keep pace with the annual increase 
of population, commerce, and industry, while 
it is a fact that the coinage of both metals 
since then has been abundant, and both are 
being used as the basis of a note circulation 
which greatly increases the usefulness of the 
coin. He spoke of prolonged distress as cer- 
tain to follow “‘the permanent annihilation 
of one-half the metallic money of the world,” 
but the fact is there has not been any such 
annihilation. On the contrary, more silver 
monéy is in use now than at any other time, 
and about all the immense volume of silver 
money in the United States, with the paper 
circulating against the silver, has been add- 
ed since Feb. 21, 1878. Mr. Carlisle now seés 
that his reasoning was wrong because based 
on false premises. The silver éxtremists 
falsely allege that the change he feared has 
occurred, and they know they lie when they 
make the assertion.

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BAR TO REDUCED WHEAT RATES. 


State Railroad Commissioner oined 
at San Francisco, om 
San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 15.—Judge Mo- 


Kenna of the United States Circuit Court 


has granted a temporary injunction restrain- 
ing the State Railroad Commission from 
putting into effect Oct. 16 the proposed 8 per 
cent reduction’ of the local wheat rates and 
directing them to show cause next Monday 
why the injunction should not be made per- 
manent. This action was taken as a result 
of a complaint filed by the Southern Pacfic 
company. The company also secks to have 
the mmissioners enjoined from carrying 
into effect a resolution by which it is pro- 
posed to make an average reduction of 25 per 
cent in all the rates of the road to take ef- 
fect Dec. 1, 180%. 

The complaint alleges that two of the Com- 
missioners, La Rue and Stanton, were bound 
by ante-election pledges to reduce rates, and 
further that La Rue is a large land owner 
and shipper of grain, and therefore not a fit 
person to act in matters affecting wheat 
rates. It is recited that if the reduced rate 
goes into effect the railroad will lose 
$1,500,000 annually and will be seriously 
crippled. 

The character of the complaint as a whole 
and the fact that the Federal courts have 
been requested to ignore the Railroad Cum- 
missioners indicate that Mr. Huntington in- 
tends to make the same fight here that he 
did several years ago against the Texas 

d Commissioners. 


DATE OF SANTA FE SALE NOT FIXED. 


Depends on Bondholders’ Petition, but 

Will Probably Be Held in November. 

New York, Oct. 15.—(|Special.)}—Herman 
Kobbe, Secretary of the Atchison General 
Reorganization committee, said today the de- 
cree of the United States Court for thesale of 
the property under foreclosure had been en- 
tered, but the date of the sale had not yet 
been fixed.

TO CONNECT DETROIT AND SAGINAW. 


Blectric Road Projected to Run a Dis- 
tance of Ninety-five Miles. 

Detroit, Mich., Oct. 15.—[Special.}—Accord- 
ing to ihformation received here today an 
electric railroad, connecting Detroit and 
Saginaw, a distance of ninety-five miles, 
has been projected with leading lumber cap- 
italists behind it, and the road will be run- 
ning in fifteen months. Men are now busy 
surveying the route and securing right of 
way. The road will come into direct compe- 
tition with the Michigan Central and Flint 
and Pere Marquette systems, and will cut 
the round-trip rate from $5.75 to $2. The 
cost of the road is estimated at $4,000,000. 
Among those interested are Isaac Bearinger, 
Jacob Seligman of Saginaw, and Capt. W.

RAILROAD AND WAREHOUSE COM- 


‘MISSION ABOLISHEs IT. 


Live Stock Shippers Cannot Be Compelied 
to Pay Extra Terminal Charges<Effrct 
of the Decision Will Be to Advance 
Rates—Railroad Officials Say It Applies 
Only to Consignments Originating With- 
in Eilincis and Not to Points in Other 
States=-May Appeal the Case. 


For the last two years a conflict has been in 


progress between live stock shippers and the 


railroads centering in this city regarding the 


terminal switching charge made by the rail- 
roads of from $2 to $3 percar. The live 
stock shippers said the ch>rge was illegal and 
that it placed them at a disadvantage, as no 
such terminal charge is made at the St. Louis, 
Omaha, and other Western stock-yards, On 
the Other hand, the railroad officials said they 
had to make the terminal switching charge in 
order to recoup themselves for the charges. 
minade by the Union Stock-Yarde company for 
the use of the stock-yard tracks. About a 
year ago Mr. Keenan. a prouinent cattle 
shipper, on behalf of himse:f and others 
brought suit before Judge Grusscup in the 
United States Circuit Court against the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé railroad, alleging 
the switching charge to be illegal. Judge 
Grosseup, in an elaborate opinion, decided 
the case in favor of the shippers, holding that 
the switching or terminal charge was whoily 
illegal and the railroads had no right to 
make it. An appeal wes taken by the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa F6 railroad. The 
case is now pending in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals. The Santa Fé, how- 
ever, bas since the decision was rendered 
made no terminal switchmg charges. The 
other roads, however, have paid no attention 
to Judge Grosscup’s opinion and still con- 
tinue to make the illegal charge. 

Shortly after Judge Grosscup had rendered 
his decision James Brown of Dwight, IIi., 
made complaint ee the Chicago and Aiton 
railtoad to the Iliinocis Railroad and Ware- 
house Com mission to test the right of the Alton 
to exact a termina! or switching charge at the 
Union Stock-Yards. Several new points were 
raised before the Commissioners, who in their 
decision just rendered closely follow Judge 
Grosscup’s opinion and arrive at the same 
conciusions, 

Raiiroad officials say the opinion affects 
live stock shipments originating in this State 
only and talk about appealing to the courts. 
It is quite probable, however, the railroads 
will now give up the fight and try to recoup 
themselves by advancing live stock rates. 
They know they have a poor case and they do 
not stand one chance in ten of winning it. 
Not only is Judge Grosscup’s opinion aga)nst 
them, but the United States Supreme Court 
in the Covington Stock-¥ard case, which was 
similar, decided the exaction of an extra 
terminal charge for hauling and delivering 
live stock to be illegal, 

Decision of the Commissioners, 


The decision of the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commission, which was handed down and pre- 
pores by Commissioner Canitreil, is as fol- 

ows: 

This is a complaint filed by Charles A. Mailorv, 
as the representative of James Brown, a stock 
deaier of Dwight, 1il., charging the Chicago and 
Alton railroad company with extortion, in this,

There is littie controversy as to facts in this 
cease, the main and important question involved 
in the centention—to-wit: the ‘2 terminai™ 
charge, being admitted by the respondent in its 
ans wer to the complaint, but there is a most seri- 
ious contention as to the right under the law to 
make this charge. 

A case very similar was docided Janes Gross- 
cup of the United States Circuit Court for the

Makes a Precedent. 


It is insisted by couasel for complainants that 
the case before the commission is on ail-fours 
with the Santa F6 case, while counse! for re- 
spondent does not admit that ision of 
Judge Grosscup is decisive of this case. If there 
was nothing for the commission to pasa on but 
this question it would not give us much concern, 
but we are asked to lay down a precedent which 
will affect every railroad that brings live stock in 
Ubicago. We are asked by counsel for compiain- 
ant to hold that this terminal charge of $2 per car 
is illegai and extortionate and that it is a dis 
crimination against the live stock interests of 
Chicago. And while the respondent only answers 
for itself, yet an order bolding it liabie in this 
case would have the effect to hold that ail rail- 
roads ere. stock to the Union Stock-Yards 
in the City of Chicago are also violating - the 
law, because they have all been making this 
terminal charge since June 1, 1894.

Washington, D, C., Oct. 14.—The Japanese 
Minister, Mr. Kurino, has read the statement 
of Mr. Castle, the Hawaiian Minister, on 
Wednesday, to the effect. that Japan has de. 
signs upon Hawaii, based on the unfriendly 
attitude of the Cleveland administration. 


Minister Kurino says: “ Japan does not want 
Hawaii, Our relations with the government 
are eotirely friendly. We do not contemplate 
making war upon the United States, and un- 
leas we did the Hawaiian Isiands would be of 
nousetour, It is a misrepresentation of the 
policy of Japan which leads to the belief 
we are seeking to. acquire territory.

THOUSANDS FOR MAIL 


American Line Will Receive $700,000 Per 
Annum from Uncle Sam. 

Washington, D. C., Oct... 14.—The United 
States will begin Oct. 16 paying the new 
American line of steamers $4 a mile for car- 
rying the mails from New York to Southamp- 
ton. The cost to the government will be in 
exceas of $700,000 per year. The number 
of miles between New York and Southamp- 
ton will be computed by the Navy Depart- 
ment, and no regard will be paid to the north- 
era or southern routes, the payment being 
made according to the average distance. 
The computations wili be in statute in- 
stead. of nautical miles, the opinion of 
the Attorney-General being that the word 
mile in the law does not mean nauti- 
eal miles or knots. Under the contract the 
American company must teh-a ship 
every week and carry all mail is offered. 
It hae not been determined whether mail 
shall be held for the American line or whether

Yukon River Gold Fields Probably 
Within the United States, 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 15.—-The five 
parties of the Coast and Geodetic survey 
engaged in ascertaining the boundary line 
between Alaska and the British possessions 
report thus far everything tends to prove 
the gold fields developed on the Yukon River 
all belong to the United States.
